On a more serious note, 1991 brought with it this generation's first 
taste of a war that touched us all. Fortunately the hostilities have 
ended but there will still remain a lasting memory in most of our 
minds how easily the world can still be hurled into conflict. The 
general feeling in S.H.A.R.P is that while we do not agree with 

the concept of waging war, we also think that the troops that were 
stationed in the Gulf do deserve our respect for the sacrifices that 
they were willing to make (whether or not we believe that the war was 
justified). More than that we are .just glad that the conflict is over 
and that our troops are returning home. 


At the same time, as an anti-racist organization, we have been keep- 

ing up with recent acts of intolerance that have occurred as a direct

It is disappointing to still see this intolerance in 

action today, but we do realize that war tends to create and re- 

inforce prejudice by 'de-humanizing' the enemy. We must not forget 

the lessons we have learned from our own history such as the intern- 

ment of Japanese-Canadians during World War II. ‘.

While they love the slower traditional ska, they prefer 
to play fast ska(which does wonders for the cardiovascular system) 
to get a lot of energy going in the audience. Just watching Gangster ) 
Fun have such a good time on stage makes you want to get up and og 
skank and join in on the party. They want people to refer to 
their shows as "Goaqd Times!" 
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Their following in Detroit is a large and varied group of punks, 
skins and Rastas, they say they've never had a problem with boneneadcs 
starting any shit at their shows. When asked about views on racism, 

I got a ftoud "RAGESM. SUCKS!” (yee, Ff Know!) "People seem toa 

think that racism is all> black and white, it's not, it involves 
at?}=Faces arid colors. Sexism sucks. tog! There are some small 
anti-racist organizations in’ Detroit, but they are not too active." 
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Messages in their lyrics are basically day to day social problems— 
nothing to in-depth because they don't like to preach - just 
to have fun. 


Gangster Fun have played approximately five shows with Bad Manners 
in the Eastern States. They have also played in Toronto in July 

of '89 at the Diamond Club with Bad Manners and Bim Skala Bim, 

and the most recent Skafest at the Apocalypse Club with Bad Manners 
on Nov. 17th and 18th /90. Gangster Fun also played at the International] 
Skafest in San Francisco.

M- What are your views on racism? 

B- We are totally against racism, we always have been. We aren't 
a politically oriented band so we don't really aim to convince 
people what they shouldn't be. 


M- Was it hard to get gigs when you started out? 

B- Yes, of course, for any band it's quite hard. If a band's 
starting out they will know in a moment what I am talking 
about. It is really quite impossible when you are first 
starting, but once you start toget a name for yourself it 
becomes a lot easier. We had the initial policy that we 
would play everywhere and I mean everywhere, we even played 
in people's washrooms. 


M- How did your BLUEBEAT label come about, is it a new creation 
or a resurrection? 

B- It's a resurrection- and a new creation because it's still 
the same label although it's obviously not 60's ska. We've 
got our hands on quite a lot of that and we intend to put 
a lot of it out at some stage of the game. What we need is 
more financial backing and these things take time and effort 
to get around to. But the company at the moment is suffering 

because of the tax systems we've got in Britain. We might have 
to go quiet for a while until we've kind of paid all our 
debts and things.It's a real pissoff cos I'd like to get 
ahead and do things 


D- Have any of your concerts been crashed by Nazis? 
B- Yes, we have had that happen to us. On very few occasions, 
but it has happened yes. 


D- Which band, in your opinion is the best of the new era? 

B- There's quite a lot from America and Britain that I like. 
There's quite a lot I like from Germany and places 1ike 
that. I'd say the favourite band I've seen of the new ones... 
I really like the Potato 5, I would say The Ska Flames com- 
pletely destroyed me but I really like a band from New York, 
The Skafflaws. If you ever get to see them they're really good. 


D- Seeing that Nazis think that they are true skins, what is your 
ideal of a skinhead? 
B- Watch out for 'the every other question, I see!'.My ideas of a 
skinhead where I come from is Hackney and we really started the 
whole scene. I was a young kid at the time so I wasn't really the 
one who started-it. But the whole policy was to enjoy ska and 
reggae and the thing was to go to Black clubs and hang around 
with black people, and it was like the first time this kind of 


thing would happen 


M- 
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It was followed by the 2-Tone era that did exactly the same 
thing.And I myself feel that they are the true skinheads... 
It's a shame that you keep mentioning Nazis cos we really don't 
like giving them the press- I don't like to give them at all 
any press. I know that it's a very serious subject that has to 
be brought out into the open. I find it very depressing that 
there are people who still feel that way. I don't think that 

I 100% blame these people though, as I said before I blame the 
frightening people above them, the people in the suits and the 
people who have the power and the money, the people that you 
never see, they're the real frightening ones to me. I don't 
see the Nazi skins having anything at all to do with ska, I 
think they know that as well. Some of them do like it but they 
know it's not their music. They're into Oi!, they're more into 
the hardcore scene. Fine, let them stay there, I don't care!! 


Have any changes been made to improve the band's performance and 
if so, what are they? 

We aim to improve all the time.Our lineup changes all the time 
but we still stay the same. We've got a very big family, Bad 
Manners. There exists about 50 members in the last two years, 

of which(you've been to Detroit before?Well, we're going! )we 
remain a happy family and we aim to change all the time.It's 
improvement all the time for us. 


You've acted previously. Have you ever considered doing it again? 
Yeah, I M@an I .stiil get offered smali Frolies-I'm not the worid's 
greatest actor but I enjoy doing it. They sort of enjoy having 

me around.I used to get cast as a thug or a hooligan or one of 
those type of things. I must just say here that I would never 
play the part of a Nazi skinhead, that's one thing I'd have 

to draw the line to.

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Bim Skala Bim was formed in Boston in 1985, and since 
z then have been bringing their own combination of musical 
styles and influences to an ever-increasing audience. Their 
diverse sound incorporates ska, reggae and calypso rhythms and 
has given them the privilege of working with acts that include Bad 
Manners, Ziggy Marley, Fishbone and King Sunny Ade. (but I'm sure that 
most find it just as rewarding to share a billing with Bim.) They put on 
one of the most energetic and upbeat live performances in music today and 
recently brought their unique show to Torontos' Apocalypse Club. The fair- 
sized crowd was given a taste of Bims'newer material along with favourites 
from their first two albums(self-titled and Tuba City). Though at times 
Bim makes it hard for the audience to keep up the pace, everyone gave 
it their best shot and seemed to have a great time. They danced non- 
stop through an extended set(due to problems that prevented opening 
act, King Apparatus from appearing) and refused to let just one 
encore do! 


The absence of Jackie Starr, formerly the only female member of 
the band, did not seem as evident as some may have expected. Although 
the current members of Bim say that they have"no plans to replace her", 
they do point out that they have "added colour" to their sound to adjust 
to the situation. 


The members describe their hometown audience as largely made up of members 
of Boston's college scene and admit that they don't get a chance to do 
enough all-ages shows- only about 2 each year to be exact. They attri- 
bute a lot of their popularity in Boston to the fact that people

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there just want to see a band that plays something other than 
straight Rock and Roll. 
: Their views on racism are simple yet sincere. They believe that 
all humans are equal and say that "asking their views on racism 
is equivalent to asking their views on stupidity." They did return 
to the topic later to say that racism in Boston is not a matter of Black 
vs White but moreso one of territory-between people from different neighbour- 


hoods and varied economic situations. They add that Boston is a major centre for 
immigration and cite Cambridge as "Ground Zero". 


For all of you who attended the show you may be wondering how lead singer, Dan 
ever managed to get that incredibly noticeable back eye. He explained to me 
that while playing a gig in Binghamton, N.Y. he was brutalized and dragged 
about by a gang of "very stocky" (NO!--FAT!!)bouncers who had a little 
problem with his attitude. He did insist that he WAS in the right and 
did manage to "get a few really good punches in” though. 


Anyways, before my attempted interview was over the most 
important (and I hear the most frequently asked) question 
was posed to all of the members, "WHAT DO YOU PREFER- WHIPPED 
CREAM, JELL-o OR WHAT?!?!. We got the following responses. 


Jim Arhelger(drums)-J&J baby oil or KY.

New Yorks famous hardcore band Agnostic Front played in Toronto on January 
6, 91. I talked to the lead singer Roger Miret about the band and its positions 
on certain issues. His views are not shared by everyone in the band. 


In 1983 some friends got together on Statten Island and formed the band Agnostic 
Front. The population of Statten Island is very mixed. There is some racially 
motivated violence, however, the main problem now is the yuppie scum taking 

over neighbourhoods, that were dominated by less wealthy people. The yuppies 

call the pigs to get rid of the homeless in the parks and streets. This can cause 
Triots; 


When I asked Roger about his views on nationalism, he told me that he was not an 
American citizen, but he enjoys the life style and comfort in the United States. 
Roger Miret is from Cuba, and finds North America beautiful. He does not believe 
there is true liberty in the United States, and considers himself fighting for 
liberty and justice. He is totally against racism and preaches racial unity. 


Roger's most memorable show was the Lawrence Kansas show. It was a "very good 
crowd." The band has had problems in some cities with nazi boneheads. Sometimes 
they number in the hundreds, and there are only five members in the band. 


The scene in New York is good and extremely big. The band is expecting a crowd 
in the thousands at their next show. The lead singer still likes the scene, 
but misses the days of the smaller more tightly knit scene. 


On this tour Agnostic Front have played "Rock Against Racism" somewhere in Austria, 
and in Berlin. 


After they played in Toronto the band moved on to Montreal and Quebec City 
wrapping up the tour. They have a new album coming out soon which might be called 
"One Voice". 
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Hook Review

Yet another book on FaCism, but don't worry, this one's f1etion: ; 
Spider Robinson is best known for his science fiction but in this book 
he manages to stay away from aliens, time travelers, and telepaths. There 
is more than enough weirdness in the mind of a "typical" New Yorker to y 
keep him busy. 

The story is set in the near future in Brooklyn. (Maybe tomorrow, but 
I hope not.) Our hero is a white Canadian, raised in New York, and presently 
living in Nova Scotia. He is visiting his old home town so that his wife 
(a black dancer, born & raised in Canada) can appear in a production. He 
has also brought along his daughter from his first marriage. (This sounds 
complicated, but it makes sense in the book.) They arrive just as the 
world's biggest race riot is brewing. (It could also be called a 
revolution, depending on which character you ask.) 

Amoung the individuals they meet are racists of both colors, they also 
run into a revolutionary fanatic who should probably be nominated for 
Sainthood. 

There are several levels this book can be read on, if you want to get 
past the first one please do not look at the cover illustration. It looks 
like a cheap post holocaust fantasy. You could read the book from that 
perspective, it has more than enough guns going off and cars screaching 
around corners to:-please most action buffs. On the other hand, Robinson 
is one of the more thoughtful authors around and he brings up some great 
points on the status of racism in North America today. One of the best 
Statements I've ever read on the dilemma of modern white males is tucked 
away near the end. (About three pages on self doubt and questioning, sort 
of lenghty, but.well worth the=read. } 

All in all I have to recomend this book highly not just to those of us 
concerned with racial issues but to anyone who has to live in modern 
North American society.
